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[57] ABSTRACT 

A computer system including a first component operated in 
response to the timing of a first clock, apparatus for storing 
information, apparatus for transferring information from the 
first component to the apparatus for storing information 
utilizing the clock of the first component, a second compo- 
nent operated in response to the timing of a second clock, 
apparatus for utilizing the clock of the second component to 
transfer information from the apparatus for storing informa- 
tion in a condition in which it is synchronized for use by the 
second component whereby the information may be imme- 
diately utilized by the second component without the need 
for storage by the second component.
